“The wheelchair is very 
uncomfortable [for Kris- 
ten],” Hamilton said. “My

limit outside travels to doc- 
tor appointments and other 
medically required trips.” 

She also explained that 
Curran Gannon is not com- 
fortable at a lot of places 
because of the ostomy and 
urine bag that go every- 
where that she does. 

As of today, Curran Gan- 
non chooses her outings 
very carefully. Hamilton 
hosts a monthly family 
game night that Curran 
Gannon organizes and at-

History: 


Madame Eames married the Town Treasurer 


to travel south. Kakas brought ‘Madame Eames. On the top approval.”

Among the very interesting 
couples in Wilmington history 
are Fred and _ Gertrude 
Eames. He was from an old 
Wilmington family, and was 
Town Treasurer for almost 25 
years, 1892 to 1916. 

-In.1897, he married Gertrude 
H.' Gounds, a_ native of 
England. She was a dressmak- 
er, a*couturier with a tremen- 
dous: following. She was 
knowl as Madame Eames, 
which-could be confusing as 
ther€'was a singer performing 
under-that name at about the 
same fime. 

‘Fredérick Alden Eames was 
born-in 1865 to Nathan Bradley 
Eames and Sarah. W. (Swain). 
His father, known as Brad, ran 
a coal and ice business in 
Wilmington. The family lived in 
what. * is known as_ the 
Richardson house on Woburn 
Street. 

Brad Eames was a select- 
Man-in 1882 when long-time 
treasurer Cyrus L. Carter 
died. The selectmen named 
Fred’s older brother Frank L. 
Eames to take Carter’s place. 
About eight years later, Frank 
did not run for re-election, and 
Henry: Blanchard took the 
position for two years. In 1892, 
27-year-old Fred Eames was 
elected. 

One :might ask how a man 
from, Wilmington might meet a 
Boston couturier, a woman 
from. England. The answer 
might be found in the billiards 
records of that time. Beginning 
in thé 1880’s, Fred Eames of 
Boston was listed among the 
top players of three-cushion 
billiards. In 1910, he won the 
world championship, defeating 
Alfredo de Oro of Cuba, 150- 
137. Was this the same Fred 
Eames who was Wilmington’s 
Town Treasurer? There is no 
clear, answer, but the name 
Fred was not common in the 
Eames family. 

To. learn more about Mrs. 
Eames, we turn to a letter 
written to the Town Crier in 
1988 by Hope Hathaway. 

“Mme. Eames was a coutu- 
rier; a'maker of ladies dresses. 
Her place of business was on 
Boylston Street, directly oppo- 


:, Site the Hotel Lenox. 


‘After I got out of college in 


1930,. jobs were hard, if not 


impossible to find. But mother 
and ;Mrs. Eames had been 
friends for a long time. She 
made ,my mother’s wedding 
dress and many others, send- 
ing the latest styles down to 
Samoa, when Dad was on duty 
there.” 

(Hope’s father was Capt. 
George Hathaway, a U.S. Navy 
dvetor. ) 

Her “letter continues, “No 
dress was ever returned to the 
shop. If one didn’t fit, mother 
would offer it to the other 
ladies at the small Naval staff, 
the nurses or the doctors’ 
wives,, who were so happy to 
have. a beautiful handmade 
creation from the distin- 
guished shop. 

“flatér Mrs. Eames employed 
mé’as a model for her clien- 
téle, ‘and I enjoyed it very 
much. The pay was generous, 
as I récall, $18 a week. 

“T ‘lived at 397 Salem St. in 
Wilmington with my mother’s 
sister’ and we had an en- 
joyable season. 

“At Christmas, the clientele 
went to Palm Beach for the 
‘season’ but always the shop 
was busy getting people ready

in their lavish fur coats and I 
modeled them as well. There 
were three models, one of 
whom was also from Wil- 
mington. The dresses were ter- 
ribly expensive, even by today’s 
prices. I also modeled the 
clothes from the Paris design- 
ers — luxury items of more 
than $1,000 each. 

“There were two sales girls, 
the Carroll sisters, who were 
veterans of their trade. They 
knew the story of whether a 
dress or fur was to.be made 
for a Mrs. or a miss, and those 
two had better not meet the 
fitting sessions! 

“Anne Clark, who married 
John Roosevelt, was one per- 
son for whom I modeled. She 
was a bridesmaid at a friend’s 
wedding which Mrs. Eames 
was doing, and she came in 
one day with a huge square 
emerald announcing her 
plans. It drowned out the love- 
ly bride and her plans. What a 
shame! 

“There was a small elevator 
in the five story structure of 
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floor were the models of specif- 
ic customers. On another floor 
were the hand stitchers, nearly: 
all Italian women. They did 
exquisite bead work. I don’t 
recall the other floors. I was 
always on the first floor, minc- 
ing around in a dress that 
didn’t quite fit. In those days, I 
weighed 110 pounds. It seems 
hardly possible today. 

“While in college I acquired a 
couple of beautiful evening 
gowns from Mrs. Eames, just 
before they were to go Filene’s 
basement. 

“T still have them, or portions 
of them, cerise velvet and a 
sequined in pale mauve, both of 
which I wore for years, and I 
loved them. I know they were 
mostly a gift from the generous 
Mrs. Eames, but I didn’t realize 
it then. 

“Mrs. Eames always wore a 
hat in the shop and she usually 
had the last word on whether a 
customer who had doubts 
made a purchase. Those words 
would naturally cinch a sale, 
but everyone wanted her 
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Fred and Gertrude Eames 
first lived on Middlesex Avenue 
at Mystic Avenue. They later 
bought a somewhat opulent 
house at 434 Middlesex Ave. It 
was called Green Gates, also 
known as the Madame Eames 
house. 

Fred Eames stepped aside 
as treasurer in 1916, and the 
position went back to his 
brother Frank, who served as 
treasurer through 1940. 

Fred reportedly ran off with 
their housekeeper. The billiard 
reports in the Boston Globe 
referred to him as Fred Eames 
of Denver, formerly of Boston. 
Town listings still had him list- 
ed in Wilmington in the 1929s, 
as did the 1930 U.S. Census. 

When their daughter became 
engaged in 1928, the 
announcement did not include 
Fred, other than naming Mrs. 
Frederick Alden Eames of 
Wilmington. 

Fred Eames died on Sept. 4, 
1954 in Bridgton, Maine. He 
was buried in Wildwood 
Cemetery in Wilmington.

Andover man arrested

e second, what are you 
learning and why is it im- 
portant, as well as how does 
this learning connect to your 
life outside of school; 

¢ third, how are you doing 
with your learning and 

e fourth what are your 
next steps? 

These questions came from 
a piece on the Networks of 
Inquiry and Innovation by 
Judy Halbert and Linda 
Kaser. 

My thoughts are that while 
these questions are aimed at 
older students and schools 
are out for the summer, this 
would be a good time for all 
past graduates to think about 
the questions, as they move 
forward. Summer time is 
also a great time to ask 
relaxed sons and daughters 
some of these questions and 
just to “check-in” so to speak 
on their thoughts whether 
they are in high school now 


or recently graduated. 


While many students may 
feel “weird” in their world to 


_ be answering such questions, 
- you may be surprised at the 


quality of the discussion this 
could bring and shows how 
much interest you are show- 
ing in their educational 
progress as well.

putting him in the car said 
taking him. - ; 

That’s all I remember 
about that whole day. I know 
Cliff lived because he is still 
alive today. From then on he 
had to carry anti-venom for 
bee stings with him at all 
times.

I know I mentioned earlier 
that we were all good swim- 
mers.

with a flagpole right near 
the Kendall’s and Hill’s 
houses.

Things were going pretty 
good as I started out.

The JFK Library offers 
visitors the ability to dive 
into the lives of the famed 
Kennedy Family.

museums are reasonably 
priced, and offer discounts 
for children.

A look back at Wilmingt

Back in May, I celebrated 
my 25th anniversary work- 
ing for the Town Crier. I 
spent the first four months 
as an intern, the next six 
months as a paid reporter 
and then was named the 
Sports Editor in March of 
1994, replacing Hall of Fame 
writer Rick Cooke, and still 
hold that title today. 

I thought it would be fun 
and interesting to go back 
and write about all of the 
sports stories I have written 
about over the years here in 
Wilmington. Thanks once 
again to the Wilmington 
Rotary Club and Wilmington 
Library for providing the 
archived issues of the Town 
Crier to make this article 
possible. 

So below, is a timeline of 
things I have reported on 
through the years starting in 
May of 1993 and going to end 
of 2017, as I'm not including 
things that have happened so 
far in 2018. This was done 
over weeks of research, so I 
know there's some things 
that I missed, while there's 
also some things that I left 
out.

(months shy of turning 19. 
Since that day that Cookie 
Pe 00k’ me on, I have worked 
‘ith eight news editors and 
nore recently three part- 
ime editors. Besides my 
ole as a sports reporter for 
a year and sports editor for 
“124 years, I have also spent 
‘time as sports photographer, 
fad salesman, news reporter 
and then news assignment 


editor and news editor on an 
interim basis for seven 
months. I was the world's 
worst photographer but a 
pretty good ad salesman, 
and to be honest I thought I 
was a damn good news edi- 
tor for that short time. 

Throughout the 25 years, 
the 9/11 Attacks happened, 
the Boston Marathon 
Attacks happened and on 
the flip side of that ten pro- 
fessional Boston Sports 
teams won World 
Championships. A total of 
four presidents have served 
in the Oval Office, while 
personally I got married, 
now have two children, 
moved to Hudson, Mass and 
work from home unless I 
travel for a game. 
Throughout that time, I have 
also lost two grandmothers, 
five uncles, an aunt, a cousin 
and many friends who 
passed away. 

Besides the 11 different edi- 
tors, I have also had about 25 
people serve as part-time 
sports reporters for me for 
at least a year with another 
20-25 who lasted anywhere 
from a day to a week to a 
month. I've had a long list of 
interns, some have gone on 
to work for the New England 
Patriots, Television 
Networks and Magazines, 
while others chose a com- 
pletely different career 
path. 

I've worked with what I 
believe are a core group of 
editors/reporters who are 
positively the best is the 
business whether it's Hall of 
Famer Rick Cooke, or fellow 
editors Nazzaro, Shawn 
Sullivan and Steve Bjork, as 
well as ace sports reporter 
Mike Ippolito who has been 
by my side for over 15 years 


now and is truly one of my 
closest friends. I've had at 
least six photographers who 
I have sent to every wrong 
field, at every wrong time, to 
places all across the state 
and New England just to get 
photos. I can't thank Steve 
Picano, the late Joe Hakey, 


Bill Ryerson, Jessica 
Stygles, Maureen Brady and 
especially Joe Brown 


enough for putting up with 
me and all of my demands. 

Twenty five years is a long 
time - as we know a quarter 
of a century. And throughout 
that time - for the most part 
as not everyday was great - 
I have had the best job any- 
one could possibly have. I 
absolutely love covering the 
high school teams, dealing 
with the coaches and kids, 
and going to see a game on 
a pleasant sunny afternoon. 

While doing research for 
these anniversary articles, I 
have come up with what I 
believe is a pretty impres- 
sive list: 

In Wilmington, I have cov- 
ered seven state champi- 
onship teams (including one 
youth), four state finalist 
teams, three Eastern Mass 
finalist teams, ten sectional 
finalists teams and the WHS 
Wrestling team which won a 
sectional title; 

In Tewksbury, I have cov- 
ered seven state champi- 
onship teams (including two 
youth teams, which went on 
to win New England titles), 
three state finalists, the 
TMHS Hockey team which 
played in the Elite 8 
Tournament, three Eastern 
Mass semi-finalists and ten 
sectional finalist teams. And 
that doesn't include track 
and cross-country, which 
has enjoyed two All-State 


Championship titles, 16 
Divisional Championship 
titles and 12 Eastern Mass 
runners-up titles, as well as 
at least 30 females who won 
divisional, state and all-state 
titles {I don't have records 
on the boys but probably the 
same amount); 

Then at Shawsheen Tech, I 
personally covered three 
teams that reached the state 
semi-final game, and.then I 
jumped on the playoff band- 
wagon and covered two oth- 
ers that lost in the state 
final. 

All in all, I believe that's 82 
(two track teams counted 
twice) teams that have I 
have covered which have 
advanced to at least the sec- 
tional finals. 

That's a lot of notebooks, 
pens and batteries for the 
recorder! 

And while I know each and 
every one of those 82 teams 
were enjoyable to cover, I 
also had a slew of teams and 
stories that were not so 
much fun to cover - the Pop 
Warner physical altercation, 
the Tewksbury Youth 
Baseball President stealing 
$423,000 - yes $423,000 dol- 
lars - deaths, serious 
injuries, coaching controver- 
sies and programs being cut 
are just some of the things 
off the top of my head. That 
stuff quickly gets erased 
though when you get to write 
about so many dynamic high 
school and college kids, who 
are Down-To-Earth kids, 
who try hard and are elated 
when you are there to ask 
them questions about their 
latest achievements in their 
sport. 

Throughout that time I 
have also worked with nine 
athletic directors, five awe- 


some administrative assis- 
tants to the AD, I sat in the 
press boxes at Fenway Park, 
TD Garden, Gillette 
Stadium, other professional 
parks. I have interviewed 
many professional athletes, 
watched my sister Nancy get 
inducted into the WHS Hall 
of Fame, played poker with 
Mike Eruzione and traveled 
all across the state, New 
England and other places in 
the States to cover an athlet- 
ic story for the Town Crier 
and enjoyed every bit of it - 
except being on the Ferry to 
get to Martha's Vineyard. 

Being a sports reporter is 
awesome, and besides work- 
ing in some capacity for a 
Major League Baseball 
team, I don't think I would 
want to do anything else. 
Certainly there have been 
times when I have wanted to 
walk away since after all the 
deadlines, the long hours, 
lack of pay, nights/week- 
ends/holidays certainly can 
take a toll on you. Thursdays 
are nice since it's always a 
recovery day. 

And certainly over time 
you realize that no matter 
what you do, you can't be at 
more than one place at a 
time and you can't please 
everyone. The disagree- 
ments with school adminis- 
trators, coaches, parents, co- 
workers and readers stay 
with you for a long time. 
Some I certainly wish I 
could take back. 

Since that day of walking 
into the Town Crier Office 
and meeting Cookie, I cer- 
tainly have made millions of 
mistakes here, whether in 
print, handling different sit- 
uations or just being imma- 
ture. My first ten years or so 
here as editor where certain- 


ly growing pains to say th« 
least. I know during thos 
days, and even up {o yester 
day, there are stories I wish 
I never written, sentences or 


- words in stories that I wish 


had never appeared, friend- 
ships that have been ruined 
by stories I've had to write 
or chose to write. Everytime 
though I learned from those 
experiences which I believe 
has helped me tremendous 
ly. 

That being said, these 
sports pages served as “my 
babies”, until I became a 
proud father to my two girls. 
I'm very proud of these 
sports pages, knowing that 
the Sports Team here puts 
out the best section each and 
every week that no other 
weekly paper in the state 
does. In my opinion, no 
other paper comes close to 
the coverage that we provide 
and not just because of the 
extensive coverage but 
reporting what happens 
through our eyes and trying 
as hard as we can tobe 
accurate, truthful, all the 
while being professional, yet 
having a lot of fun. 

These 25 years have also 
given me more friendships 
that I can possibly have 
dreamt of - I'm not saying 
any of this to gloat, just say- 
ing it with respect to the so 
many wonderful people who 
I have come across in both 
towns Wilmington and 
Tewksbury.

1993 SOFTBALL TEAM 


Just several weeks ago, I 
reprinted a story that I had 
written on the team after 
their 20th Anniversary, and 
now 25 years this team is the 
reason why I decided to 
become a sports writer. I 
was assigned to this team by 
then Sports Editor Rick 
Cooke. I was a college intern 
and at the time were were 
told. to pick between a news- 
paper or radio, and I had 
previous meetings with 
Cookie so I thought coming 
to the TC would be a good 
fit. Indeed it was. 

My first game was against 
Tewksbury, and I'll never 
forget approaching 
Wilmington Coach Paul 
Lyman before the game. I 
told him I was covering the 
game and was hoping he 
could give me his line-up. He 
took my notebook, walked 
down the third base line into 
left field against the fence 
and wrote it all down for me. 
After that he really took me 
under his wing and helped 
me, grow tremendously in 
just. those few weeks. The 
team went on to win a hand- 
ful of exciting state tourna- 
ment games, before winning 
the state title with the win 
over Mount Greylock 
Regional on a very hot after- 
noon. 

Covering a team that wins 
the state championship on 
your first assignment was 
almost like a dream come 
true. Those memories from 
that team will never leave 
me. Less than a year later, I 
was named the _ Sports 
Editor. Three months after 
that, the Wildcats captured 
their second straight state 
championship title on the 
final play of the game, a 
play I'll never forget with 
Leanne Harris catching a fly 
ball and throwing out a run- 
ner at the plate trying to tag 
up from third. Freshman 
Lisa Southmayd applied the 
tag and the celebration 
begun.

DICK SCANLON: Covering 
the '97 and '98 soccer teams, 
and the 98 Baseball team, 
winning his 300th game in 
his final game as coach are

STEVE SCANLON: He has 
won I believe 339 games as 
hockey coach and 192 as a 
soccer coach and I probably 
witnessed close to half of 
them.

SUE HENDEE: If you find 
another coach who has done 
more for the « kids .in 
Wilmington, I'd like to know. 
Hendee epitomizes what 
coaching is all about. I have 
covered her teams I believe 
all but one year, and it's just 
as enjoyable when the team 
wins three games as it is 
when the team advances to 
the state championship 
game. She's -first-class, top 


notch all the way as a per- 
son and as a coach. She has 
281 wins at WHS and like 
Scanlon, I believe I have 
been on hand for almost half 
of them. 


PAUL LYMAN: I was dev- 
astated when Lyman called 
me and ‘told me that he was 
resigning. I wrote it at the 
time, that he was like a 
father-figure to me and I 
surely meant it. He was 
absolutely dynamic as a 
head coach and really knew 
how to push all of the right 
buttons. He surrounded him- 
self with tremendous assis- 
tant coaches, and they all 
truly got the very best out of 
their kids every year. The 
two state championships, 
the trip to New York to cover 
the ASA Summer team, the 
trips to Cape Cod and just 
talking shop at games, prac- 
tices and other venues, are 
all things I'll always remem- 
ber fondly. 


ED HENRY: Lyman's good 
buddy was only here at 
Shawsheen Tech for a short 
while but man could he 
coach. Someone once told 
me that “Ed could stab your 
eye out, and you would still 
shake his hand afterwards” 
because he was easily the 
“suy you wanted to be 
around”. Before becoming 
the Tech Softball coach, he 
won eight state titles at 
Bishop Fenwick, then he 
came here and took three 
different teams to the state 
semi-final game. His inter- 
views were classic. His sto- 
ries and ability to tell them 
would knock you off your 
feet in full laughter. And he 
knew everything there was 
to be known about the game 
of softball. 


JIM MCCUNE: I truly 
believe that McCune could 
outcoach anyone who 
entered the gymnasium. I 
was once told that you could 
give McCune five kids who 
never played — basketball 
before and he would turn 
them into a winning team. I 
firmly believe that. He won 
268 games and 8 league titles 
here, and again I think I wit- 
nessed half of those wins. 
His intensity, his adjust- 
ments in games, his way of 
getting the best out of his 
players and his old-school 
coaching style made him 
such an elite coach. And no 
one beat his post-game 
interviews. No one. 


FRANK KELLEY: I only 
covered his track team for 
one season, but that doesn't 
take away the fact that he 
belongs on this list. His 
passing several years ago 
was a tough pill to take for 
all of us. He was such a 
unique person, coach and 
teacher, who was loved by so 
many people _ including 
myself. I learned so many 
life-lessons from Mr. Kelley 
and always appreciated and 
respected that.

There have been so many 
other big stories that have 
happened over the years. I 
don't have the room or the 
time to rehash them all so 
I'm going to rattle them off 
with small details on each: 


INDIVIDUAL 
ACCOMPLISHMENTS: 


There have been so many 
over 25 years that I didn't 
want to forget anyone so.I 
elected not to mention any- 
one in particular, but those~-- 
who I wrote about, covered, 
watched win titles, etc., you 
know who you are and I just 
want to say I enjoyed your 
sharing your special 
moments with you. I only 
hope you enjoyed those 
moments and stories about 
you as much as I did. 


‘OTHER INJURIES: 


Besides Joe Bamberg, I'll 
never forget- writing stories 
on Lauren Senesi, Shawn 
Fahey, Jon Fish and more 
recently Jack Boyle. 
Thankfully all four made full 
recoveries. 

Coaching Controversies: 
Strangely, in Tewksbury, I 
have only covered one 
coaching controversy in 25 
years and that came in my 
first year on the job. In 
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Wilmington, there's been: a) 
ton between Joe McMahon, 
Jodi MacKenzie (although 
she did get her job back‘a 
week later), Chip Bruce, Al 
Duffett, Kieran Kavanaugh 
and Gerry Sullivan to name 
a few, and then McCune, 
Almeida, Maureen Noone, 
Jim Tildsley and Paul 
Lyman left for other (bet- 
ter?) opportunities  else- 
where. Tildsley and Noone 
won eight combined state 
titles at Andover High; 
Sullivan coached at various 
colleges and had success at 
Merrimack; McCune has 
thrived at Malden Catholic, 
Almeida has done the same 
at Stoneham, and Lyman 
has enjoyed success at.
